The "squeeze" j 
comes from a 2,509-tori hydraulic j 
press which forces the steel slug 1 
through a die to convert It to 
tubing. 
So great are the heat and pres­ 
sure required in the new process 
that glass, which Is rammed into 
the press ahead of the steel, melts 
and becomes a lubricant. In addi­ 
tion. a knitted fiber-glass “stock­ 
ing" is fitted to the mandrel which 
pierces and shapes the inside of i 
the tube as It travels through the j 
die.

New Tax Collectors Fees 


MIDDLETOWN Twp., Mar. 4 — 
Middletown township school hoard 
has set up a new schedule of com­ 
mission percentages for the school 
tax collector, Robert Ryan, who is 
also the township tax collector. 
This action was taken almost con­ 
currently with the action of the 
township supervisors in setting up 
a "sliding" scale of commission 
percentages for the collector of 
taxes for township general pur­ 
poses. 
According to Alice Pickett, presi­ 
dent* of the Middletown township 
school board under the new set-up 
the school tax collector will be 
paid 2hi per-cent on school taxes 
collected up to $150,000. When he 
collects an amount in excess of 
$150,000 his percentage drops to 
one-half of one per cent for all 
collected above that figure. 
The tax collector is “not far” 
from collecting the figure allow­ 
able under the maximum percent­ 
age, said Mrs. Pickett, who added 
that the new ruling^was made be­ 
cause of the “mushrooming” growth 
of the area. She said that ttie board 
took action on the matter because 
the tax collectors commission must 
be set before the municipal elec­ 
tion lh November or the board 
would not be able to make a change 
for the next four years. The new 
fee schedule goes Into effect in 
January of 1954.

Mrs. Pickett said that Saturday 
the board had gone to Levittown 
to look over school sites but that 
no definite action had been taken 
on these sites as yet.
